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1 . Upon review of the elected claims it has been determined that further restriction is 
necessary. Applicant's previous election is noted below. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that amended claim 8 is not a separate invention since it is 
dependent on claim 1 . This is not found persuasive because claim 8 remains directed to a 
product and thus is properly restricted from claim 1 . 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. Claim 8 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant 
timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 5. 

4. The new restriction requirement is as follows:
